Xexv York, Aug. S.—In a statement 


just issued from Oyster Bay, X. Y., 
President 
Roosevelt

ing, and the refusal to permit a sus- 
pension of that order. The president

Henry C. Corbin, U. S. A., retired, in 
which General Corbin said that no 
credit or blame in the matter rested 
with Mr. Taft. 
After reading the in-' 


tervlew the president, through his as- 
sistant 
private secretary, Rudolph 


Forster, handed out the following: 
"General Corbin's statement is ab- 
solutely correct, and it was entirely 
proper that he should make it. The 
substance of the message from the 
president which he quoted was made 
public long ago. In the Brownsville 
matter the entire responsibility for 
issuing the original order and for de- 
clining to allow Its suspension was 
the president's." 


When Chairman Hitchcock of the 


Republican committee returned 
from 


a visit to the president at Oyster 
Bay, he had little to say about the po- 
litical matters taken up. He said 
that the president had shown great 
interest in the plans for the Republi- 
can campaign in general, and that the 
state situation had been considered. 
Beyond that Mr. Hitchcock said ho 
could not talk, and he would not ad- 
mit that any conclusions were reach- 
ed as to whether Mr. Roosevelt and 
his advisers were for or against a re- 
nomination for Governor Hughes.

in Chicago that Elmer E. Dover, sec- 
retary of the national committee, had 
resigned his position. Mr. Dover ar- 
rived here accompanied by Mrs. Do- 
ver, who is about to sail for Europe. 
The Chicago dispatch was shown to 
him, and he denied that he had re- 
signed. He -declined to say what he 
would do In the future.
